{HE 1891 DAIRY REPORT 


ISSUED FOR 


A REVIEW OF THAT 
ONTARIO. 


200 Pages of Matter Interesting and Val- 
uable to Dairymen—How Milk Should 
Be Paid For—Value of Poor vs. Good 
Milk. 


From the Departuent of Agriculture 
of the Province of Ontario has been re- 
ceived tue ‘“‘ Annual Reports of the 
Dairymen’s and Creameries’ Associations 
of the Province of Ontario” for the year 
1891. It contains over 200 pages octavo, 
tilled with matters of interest and value 
to dairymen. Among the subjects dis- 
eussed at the meetings of these associa- 
tions was that of testing the milk of the 
individual cows, and of the combined 
dairy, in order to ascertain the real 
value of the milk for butter and cheese. 
It is a very common custom for the 
managers of cheese and butter factories 
to pay each patron the same price per 
pound for his milk as is paid to all other 
patrons. While it seems just to pay the 
<ame price per pound to all patrons, 
there is more or less dissatisfaction be- 
cause some fariners feed their cows so 
well, in order to get all the milk pos- 
sible, that their milk 1s evidently richer, 
that is, contains more butter in a given 
jnantity than does the milk from the 


half--'arved cows of another patron. 
Milk contains three constituents—fat, 
caseine and water. In the right propor- 
tion these will make a perfect cheese. 
Poor milk, from ill-fed cows, has too 
much water and too little of the other 


It is found that the fat and 
caselue are generally proportionate to 
each other, and the water is the variable 
constituent. The difference in value 
between poor and good milk wag illus- 
trated by Prof. Robertson by instancing 
the of two farmers taking 
each a fat steer to market. One of the 
steers Was a slab-sided, coarse animal, 
fairly fattened, and weighed 1,000 
pounds. He was four years old, having 
been stunted when young. Such an 
animal would be sold at 3 cents per 
pound, bringing 30. 
was a 2-year old, which had always been 
well fed, and also weighed 1,000 pounds.

In June the poorest dairy received 
56 cents per 100 pounds of milk, and the 
best one got SL cents. The difference 
increased rapidly month after month, 
intil in) October the poorest milk 
brought ¥2 cents, and the best $1.58 per

Sweet cream butteris rapidly growing 
in popular favor, but all can have sour 
cream butter who prefer it.

An Animal's Make-Up. 


According to the German experi- 
ments food equal to 2 per cent. of the 
weight of an animal must go first to 
sustain life before any gain can be made;

300-pound animal six pounds. There is 
the most profit in smaller pigs and 
quicker returns. It is possible to put 
any amount of feed into a hog and get 
no return forit.
